The Fall term of the Workers 
School opening Oct. 7, for which 
registration is now on, offers a 
large number of courses in elemen- 
tary and advanced Marxist science, 
central to which is the popular 
course on the “History of the 
CPS. U.“ This text book has prop- 
erly been called a small encyclo- 
pedia of Marxist knowledge. While 
delineating the rise and triumph of 
the Bolshevik Party of the Soviet 
Union and of the proletarian work- 
ing class movement, the History 
does not deal with the activities of 
a series of personalities, as is com- 
mon in bourgeois histories, but of 
the ideas, tactics and struggle of 
the Party in forwarding the revo- 
lution under conditions which were 
both peculiarly Russian and inter- 
national. 

The History affords the best pos- 
sibility of teaching Marxism in ac- 
tion and is the most scientific and 
advanced presentation of its lead- 
ing ideas, enabling the student to 
get the foundations of Marxist-Len- 
inist thought.

School deals in Part I with the 
formation of the Communist Party, 
its chief tactics and theory.

Finally, Brodsky challenges the 
use by the petitioners of Section 
888 of the city charter which says 
that any employe of the city who 
directly or indirectly promises to 
pay any assessment etc., to a po- 
litical party forfeits his position. 

The clear and specific purpose of 
this law when adopted, Brodsky 
points out, was to protect employes 
from forced contributions by ward 
heelers and politicians, and was not 
in any way intended to prevent 
membership in a political organi- 
zation.

Roosevelt’s Latest 
Move in the Far East 


After acting as a silent partner of 
Japan’s invasion of China for the past four 
years, the Roosevelt Administration an- 
nounced yesterday that all war shipments to 
Japan shall come under a licensing system. 
At the same time, Washington announced 
that China will get a loan of $25,000,000. 
What does this development signify? 
Does it mean that the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion has seen the light and will now throw 
its strength into the scales on the side of 
Chinese democracy against Japanese aggres- 
sion? Does it signify that the Administra- 
tion will cooperate with all peace forces in 
the. Far East against aggressions in the 
Pacific? If this were so, the American peo- 
ple could welcome it. 

Sober examination of the facts reveals 
different conclusions. 

Japanese aggressions have been made 
possible mainly by the Roosevelt policy of 
unrestricted war shipments. The present 
invasion of Indo-China was accompanied by 
large war shipments to Japan's puppet, Siam. 
But, the expanding nature of these ag- 
gressions has become a menace to the ex- 
pansionist plans of American imperialism. 
Japan is simply grabbing too much for Wall 
Street’s peace of mind. It is not that the 
U. S. imperialists have any scruples against 
imperialist seizures as such; nor do they 
view with any alarm the strangling of Chi- 
nese aspirations to independence. Neither is 
the policy of “appeasement” at all repug- 
nant to the U. S. political circles. 

Not only has the policy of “appease- 
ment” been followed up to now, but the 
New York Times would be quite willing 
to follow it even deeper if the aggressors 
would be “reasonable.” 

“If there were any reasonable hope of 
Winning Japan away from her present pol- 
icy,” the Times declared editorially yester- 

day, “this would be the time for the 
United States to initiate a policy of ap- 
peasement.“ 
* > * 

But the greediness of the Tokio rivals of 
Wall Street, the sharpening of their impe- 
rialist antagonisms, have reached a stage to 
which such appeasement invariably leads, 
the stage of advancing hositilities. U. S. im- 
perialism is therefore tightening up. But it 
is not tightening up in the interests of a 
decisive Chinese victory over the imperialist 
aggressors. The fact is that the Sumner 
Welles-Bullitt junta of the State Depart- 
ment, which carries out the Roosevelt policy, 
ig far more frightened of a decisive victory 
by the Chinese people than of Japanese ag- 
@ressions. What it desires is that neither 
the Chinese people shall win, nor that their 
Japanese rivals shall have exclusive posses- 
sion of the enslaved peoples of the Far East. 
U. S. imperialism wishes to protect its in- 
vestments and expand its holdings in the 
Far East. 

That is why it chooses this moment to 
derfionstrate a stiffening of attitude after 
calmly watching and encouraging the Japa- 
nese aggression against an independent 


rs * * . 


A stiffening of attitude against Japanese 
aggression in order to render real aid to the 
Chinese people is one thing; it is what the 
‘people of the U. S. need and want. But a 
stiffening of attitude engineered as an im- 
»perialist maneuver to bring the U. S. closer 
to the war as an ally of the British impe- 
rialists—as an effort to use China as a pawn 
in the triangular rivalry between London- 
Tokio-Wall Street—is a menace which chisels 
jaway even further the last barriers between 
us and active, open hostilities. 

The present stiffening of attitude is un- 
accompanied by any fundamental change in 
‘policy concerning China and the Soviet 
‘Union. It is only through such a change, 
“moving the United States away from the 
present trickeries of alternate “sternness” 
and “appeasement,” that American people 
‘ean feel confident of a serious shift in the 
_Administration’s present war-breeding pol- 
ey in the Pacific. 

Friendship for China can only be truly 
effective when accompanied by rapproche- 
ment with the Soviet Union, China's sole 
and staunch ally in her struggle for inde- 
_ pendence. Pretensions of friendship for 
China, accompanied by the anti-Soviet 
orientation now prevailing in Washington, 
will defeat itself or, even worse, result in 
a quick betrayal of China to some super- 
Munich engineered by Wall Street and

E by far more active financial help. The pres- 
ent loan is granted under hard conditions of 


repayment; further loans must be of a dif- 
ferent nature. In addition to loans, China 
needs food, ammunition, medical aid, air- 


planes and similar weapons of defense. These 
should be rushed to the Chungking govern- 


t at once. The fate of the Chinese people 
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can drive the invader out of their country, 


America is that such safer. A strict em- 


bargo must be part of such a program. 

Such fateful considerations cannot be al- 
lowed by the American people to be used 
as a pawn in the imperialist intrigues of the 
present war policy at Washington. Both 
China and the American people need a policy 
of unfettered aid to China leading to her 
complete victory, and to a policy of collabo- 
ration with the Soviet Union against aggres- 
sion in the Far East. 

To effect such an alteration in the policy 
of the Administration requires the energetie 
pressure of American labor and the united 
demand of the people. Otherwise, it will not 
happen.

Fancy Words for Speed - up 
¢ With about 11,000,000 unemployed, you 
would think that the first answer of every 
labor leader would be the six-hour day to 
put millions now idle back to work. 

That would be the answer of any labor 
leader who was serving the interests of the 
workers. But Sidney Hillman sings just the 
opposite tune. A subcommittee of his 
“Labor” Division of the Defense Advisory 
Commission has just approved a new plan 
for the “defense” industries. It is known as 
“stream-line job progress” and as giving the 
worker the “fullest use of his highest skill.” 
These fancy words are Hillman’s way of say- 
ing a very simple thing: speed-up. 

Hillman has long been a master at figur- 
ing out for the employers how they can 
squeeze still more profits out of the worker. 
In the Twenties, Hillman was an outstanding 
advocate of the notorious B. & O. Plan— 
which tried to introduce speed-up in the 
name of “industrial democracy.” 

It is not surprising that Hillman’s latest 
plan was adopted at a committee meeting 
attended by representatives of Westinghouse 
Electric, Newport News Shipbuilding, Lock- 
heed Aircraft and Pratt & Whitney Aircraft. 
And these open-shoppers in approval of this 
plan, according to the newspapers, were such 
“labor leaders,” as Walter Reuther of the 
Auto Workers, Clinton Golden of the SWOC 
and John Green of the Marine and Ship- 
building Workers. 

Not speed-up but the shorter work-day is 
the demand of the workers. They will reject 
all streamlined plans for speed-up whether 
they are advocated directly by the employ- 
ers or indirectly through their subservient 
or compromising friends in the unions, 


Luckily, the Gold Is Safe 


Despite the fact that the landed estates 
of the Rothschilds have been seized by the 
Nazis as part of their war piracy, the New 
York Times reports that most of the Roths- 
child fortune had been converted into dol- 
lars “some time ago” and shipped out of 
France to the good old U.S.A. 

This news will make us all very happy. 
The Rothschilds are only one of dozens of 
European aristocratic families who have 
rushed their fortunes to the vaults of Amer- 
ican banks.

N UNEASY suspicion begins to pervade 

many AFL circles concerning William 

Green’s generous promises to put the work- 
ers on the “sacrificial” block. 


There is such an atrociously bad odor 
about the whole business that some unions are begin- 
ning to recognize the strong stench. 

Last Tuesday there occurred an event in Cleveland 
which provided a hint that Mr. Green is not pleasing 
the AFL membership with his profuse pledges to pre- 
vent advances by labor, in the name of devotion to 
“defense.” 

It was in the Ohio metropolis that the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists held its 20th 


right ahead and adopted the 30-hour week as a major 
demand, 

Whether such a resolution will be translated into 
action depends upon the pressure which the members 
of the I. A. M. can bring to bear upon their officials. 
The International Association of Machinists is no 
small organization. It ranks right up with the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters and the United 
Brotherhood of Oarpenters and Joiners as one of the 
largest affiliates of the AFL. That the delegates to 
its convention felt moved to pass the resolution for the 
30-hour week, in defiance of Green's injunction to 
throw such proposals overboard, reflects the restiveness 
among the members of that union at what is going on 
at the present time. 


DRUGS NOT WORKING 

An overwhelming number of the machinists are 
employed in the “defense” industries. It does not sit 
well with them that the speed-up is hitting them so 
hard, while other men are idle and profiteering is on 
the rampage. 

Green's hocus-pocus act of trying to drug these 
workers with the magical formula, “national defense,” 
is not putting them to sleep. When William Knudsen 
goes through the motions of “resigning” from the 
General Motors Corporation’s executive and imme- 
diately thereafter GM gets “defense” contracts of 
almost $10,000,000, every worker can put two and two 
together. 

It is the old $1-a-year swindle all over again. A 
similar train of grants by Big Business men to them- 
selves is going on all along the line. 

Out of such grants, the loot is mounting higher and 
higher in Wall Street circles. The workers are not 80 
doped up, even by Green's pious preachments to “sac- 
rifice,” as not to be aware that they will have to do 
some decided things for their own protection. 


Their suspicions will not die down when they re- 
view the flood of contracts that is going to anti-union 
concerns—including that Fifth Columnist No. 2, the 
Ford Motor Company. 

It is one of the most shameless of exhibitions 
that Messrs. Green, Hillman and their coterie are 
aiding in effect this scandalous allotment of huge 
contracts to known and proved enemies of labor. 


, CONSIDER GADSDEN 

These sleek gentlemen are promoting this set-up by 
the energy which they devote to urging submission and 
“sacrifices” upon the workers, instead of getting hoarse 
—as they should be doing—in denouncing one of the 
most cutrageous scandals in@he history of the Republic. 

Consider the placing of a big shell plant in 
Gadsden, Alabama. Every worker who knows his 
A-B-C’s remembers the hell-hole of anti-unionism. 
It was there that Sherman Dalrymple, president of 
the United Rubber Workers, was brutally beaten by 
company henchmen during the unionization cam- 
paign in the South. 

Today Gadsden continues to be a prison for its work- 
ing people, where union organizers dare not go upon 
penalty of kidnaping or death. 

And yet, the Army officials—whpse love for the anti- 
labor interests has been demonstrated over and over 
again—proceed to steal the possibility of work from 
union men and place it in this swamp of anti-demo- 
cratic life.

LOS ANGELES. —A long time ago when I was the 
run-of-the-mill newspaperman (i.e. the sap or sapling try- 
ing to live up to the “Front Page” tradition, infatuated 
with the smell of a City Room) I had an intense loathing of columnists
